stitution; many other objections might be urged, but these

. "The advantages of a sale and conversion into cash, are, 
the greater care and facility with which the capital may be 
managed; the comparatively less expense attending the col- 
lection of its profits, the greater-certainty of a stated income, 


and the greater reliance which may be placed upon its du-

lieved that an additional inducement may be found for a

quences both to the seller and purchaser, and we cannot in | 


my opinion be tvo cautiousin avoiding those consequences. 
The relation between creditor and debtor is always odious,

Admitting that it is good policy to sell these lands for 
cash, it may still be questioned, whether the present is a fa- `

care and with a view not only to fertility of &oil, büt to ad- 
vantages in the locality calculated always: to insure a de-

to form a judicious plan, of knowing with tolerable accura-

commence, are powerful arguments in favor of taking imme- 
diate measures for converting the lands into. cash; indepen- 
denily of those considerations, I apprehend that another may 
be found in the tendency which the creation of a State 
Bank with the funds arising from the sale, will have, to give to 
our fellow-citizens a sound circulating medium.

-and provisions, such as the-wisdom of the legislature: shall 
devise; that the trustees have authority to locate and com-

er distant than two years) the erection of suitable buildings 
for a University, and for that pürpose they be authorized to 
borrow from the bank a competent sum of money to be re- 
imbarsed out of the dividends of the stock of the Univer- 
sity; I have said thata period óf two years ought to inter- 
vene before the location be made, presuming that within

cessful operation, a sufficient knowledge of the different 
parts of the state acquired, to make a judicious selection, 
and that the work should be commenced by that time, in or- 
der to enable us to educate the rising generation at home, 
and to carry into effect the objects contemplated by ihe 
General Government in the donation they have made. 

. By adopting a plan similar in principle to the one I have 
here pointed out, T flatter myself that at no distant period 
our state may boast a literary and scientific institution, pos- 
sessing advantages but little, ifany, inferior to any of our

Owing to the provision of the fifth section of the act 

passed at the late called session of the legislature, amen- 
datory of the act of December last, providing for the 
assessment and collection of. the revenue, which provi- 
sion extends the time for payments into the Treasury by 
the cellectors until the first day of Decembcr next, I am un- 
able to inform you what will be the amount of the receipts

The peculiar state of the Trea- - 


sury required the issuance of warrants in small sums, calcu- 


lated to serve as'a partial medium of exchange, and the fact _ 


that these warrants were to be paid in notesof the Hunts- 
villé Bank which is at a depreciation of from fifteen to twen- 


ty-five per cent. has resulted in reducing the value of Trea- ` 


sury warrants in a corresponding ptoportion, which falls im- 
mediately upon the creditors of the state, and is in’ reality 
taking from them in that proportion, their just demands for 
their services: The peculiar situation of a considerable por- 
tion of the inkahitants of the state, who could net, without 


ae 
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great sacrifice, procure any other medium with which to 
pay their taxes, together with the expectations which were 
entertained of a resumption of specie payments on the part 
of the bank, sufficiently justify and explain the polioy pur- 
sued by the legislature in including it among the banks, the 
paper of which was authorised to be received in payment of 
taxes. A farther continuance of this slate of things, under 
the present policy of the bank, cannot, I conceive, be justi- 
fied. Besides the injustice done to the creditors-of the state 
in sustaining this bank by legislative acts in its present poli- 
cy, jt is conceived to be impolitic a8 it regards the, commu- 
nity at large; the circulation of a paper currency-which no 
longer commands specie operates as a tax upon the agricul- 
tural part of ihe commurity, nearly, if not equal, to its de- 
preciation below the sound medium of the country; it there- 
fore, behaves a wise legislature to take prompt and efeciu- 
al measures to eradicate this evil, and in the present ins 
stance the duty is. the-more imperative, when we consider 
there is no doubt of the solvency of the Bank, and conse- 
quently their ability to redeem their notes, It isto be hoped 
that a remedy may be found, should the arrangement con- 
templated by the provision for the appointment,of commis- 
sioners, to receive propositions from the several Banks now — 
in-operation in the state, for the purpose of creating a.gen- 


-eral State Bank,-with. branches, be carried. into effect; . -- 


‘should the expectation contemplated from this sourcé fail, 
I would recommend that-the future reception of the bills. of 
this Bank be contingent, and only in the event of their re- 
sumption of specie payment within a given period; and as a 
farther inducement toan early resuinption of specie paye 
ment, I would also recommend an increase of the tax upon . 
the bank, in the event of a longer continuance of the sus-

. In connection with this subject and with-a further view 
totheintroduction ofasound currency into the state, you will 
permit me to observe that it is bélieved that one of the 
greatest reasons which is to be found for the failure to ob- 
tain subscriptions to the act incorporating a Stato Bank, is 
to be found in the provision vesting the majority in the did 
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ection of the bank in the legislature; however salutary this 
provision‘may be, yetl am persuaded it is so objectionable as 
to prevent the subscription of the necessary quantity of 
stock;to carry the bank into operation: 1 would recommend 
a modification of that provision of the charter so as to give 
the state only a powerin the direction equal to its interest; 
should the plan I have suggested for the sale of the Univer- 
sity lands be carried into effect, the state will then have a 
eontroling power in the direction; should it not, there are 
other provisions in the charter which will enable the legis- 
lature at all times to exercise a sufficient power in the exa- 
mination of the proceedings of the bank. `. l 

Among the various subjects which will come under your 
notice, that of the present organization of our Judiciary sys- 
tem cannot fail to attract your attention, The present sys- 
tem of vesting in the Circuit Courts, both chancery and 
common law jurisdiction, is attended with many and serious 
objections, and amounts-in some counties almost to a denial: 
ofjustice. The very arduous duties now develving upon the 
d udges ofthe Circuit Courts, together with the great dissim-" 
ilarjty in the mede of proeeediug in courts of law and - 
equity, render it impossible for them to render to our citi- 
zens that prompt administration of justice for which the 
‘courts were created; and in my opinion renders the esta- 
blishment of a separate chancery court advisable. The ad- , 
ditional expense of a chancellor cannot be a serious objec- 
tion, when the great relief which this court will give to suit- 
ors in the speedy decision of causes, which IL- apprehend 
will more than counterbalance the additional burthen of the 
tax, arising from the salary of one Judge. __

cessity for any alteration in the existing laws for detailing 
courts martial, for the trial of contested elections. Your 
committee cannot believe, that the officers detailed for that 
purpose could so far forget the duty they owed themselves, 
as honourable men, independently of the solemn oath which 
they are compelled to take, as to permit their prejudices to 
give an improper bias to their deliberations. This objec- 
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tion, if i£ can be viewed as one at all, is not sufficient to 
counterbalance another, which would most assuredly arise, 
if the officers were to be detailed from another division.--- 
‘the distance of their places of residence from the place 
where the court martial might assemble, would be so great 
as to impose an unnecessary burthen of duty on the officers 
to attend those courts, particularly so, whehit is recollected, 
-that no compensation is allowed for such services. They 
therefore recommend, that the present law should not be al- 
tered. His Excellency urges in his message as an argu- 
ment in: favour of an alteration of ihe existing laws, that 
, Should any illegality or other proper cause, render a new 
court necessary, it would be impossible to detail another 
eourt martial of officers of high rank. The case supposed 
by His Excellency could never bappen, because the Execu- 
tive himself is the officer whose duty it isto detail, through 
his organ, the adjutant general, the court martial; aud it is 
not to be presumed, that he would detail a court illegally, 
and then make that illegality of detail a reason for setting 
the proceedings of the court aside; neitheris it believed by 
your committee, that any other cause can happen. as His 
Excellency supposes, why the proceedings of the court mar- 
tial should be set aside; because no clause of the militia 
jaw of this State gives the Executive the power to control 
or revise the proceedings of the court martial in any man- 
ner whatsoever. . | 

As respects so much of His Exceliency?a message as re- 
lates to the secrecy imposed on officers composing gencral 
courts martial, your committee believe that secrecy in 
certain parts of those courts is necessary to the order and 
good government of the same. 

The position which His Excellency lays down, that the 
38th section of the militia law, passed iu December 1820, 
subjecting the militia of this State, to the government of the 
rules and articles of war, for the armies of the United 
States, when called into service, is not applicable to courts 
martial assembled for the trial of contested elections ; if it 
was, the officers composing it would be entitled to the same 
pay and emoluments as are allowed tc the officers of the 
United States’ army. 

la regard to that part of His Excellency’s communication, 
which recommends an annual review of all the regiments in 
ihe State, by the adjutant general, your committee are of 
opinion, that although such a course might ensuyé a more. 
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uniform system of discipline, and a better organization of 
‘the militia, yet as the salary of that officer would pecessa- 
rily have to be raised toa considerable sum, we deem it in- 
expedient at this time, under the embarrassed state of our 
finances, io incur the additional expense.
